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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment to claims 1, 9, 11-12, and the 
cancellation of claims 2-3, and 15-16 filed on 1/19/04 are 
acknowledged. Currently, claims 1, and 4-14 are pending in this 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The claim (s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The examiner failed to find support in 
applicant's original disclosure for the newly recited "greater 
than" limitation in claims 1 and 9. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1) , (2) , and (4) of 
section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American 
Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual 
Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do 
not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly 
or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1, 4-14 are rejected under 3 5 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Huth et al . (US-936) for the reasons of record. 

5. Claims 1, 4-5, and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Simpson et al . (US-036) for the reasons 
of record. 
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6. Claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by WO 99/18157 for the reasons of record. 

7. Applicant's amendment and response filed on 1/19/04 have 
been fully considered but are not found to be persuasive. The 
examiner failed to find expressive support in applicant's 
specification and working examples for the newly inserted 
"greater than" limitation in claims 1 and 9. Thus, previous 102 
rejections are herein maintained because the claimed invention 
as defined by claims 1, and 4-14 clearly within the anticipatory 
scope of prior art disclosures and working examples. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground (s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS 
ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a). Applicant is
